Inter-collegiatc Basketball for 1921 
started off with a rush last night, 
when Old McGlll took tho league- 
opener from Queen's with a 28—21 
win. To the Basketball Squad goes 
the credit of drawing the first blood 
for tho Red and White In lntor-co!- 
leglato sport for 1921, and this a 
victory over a team that was well 
trained, fast and altogether charac- 
teristic of the staunch old Presby- 
terian stock at Queen's. Althougn 
tho recent local exhibitions of the 
College team have beon satisfactory 
as a training aérien, such a crucial 
teBt as the Quoen's-McGIll game was 
watched with eager expectancy, for 
In this game, as In no other previous 
encounters this season, the men were 
called on to show their intercollegiate 
ranking. Tho standard of basketball 
played by tho team at Kingston last 
evening augurs well for the succens 
of the men against all contenders; 
they worked hard and played con- 
sistent basketball— oach of the five 
men on the Jump all the time — all of 
them deserving special credit and ap- 
preciative pralso. 

Whon the teams pulled out r,f 
Bonavonture Station yesterday, they 
lacked ono of the old reliables in 
"Bones" Little. It was feared that 
tho game would have to he played 
with "him" still in Ottawa, but he 
"put one over" on his team-mates 
and took the short-cut to the Lime- 



stone City from the Capital, and was 
on the floor with his old-time style 
If any Individual a tar s can be picked 
out, the number of points to their 
credit and tho cleverness of their 
team-work made Little and Laishley 
the feature-players of the game; each 
scored ten points. Cec. Hay was, its 
ever, there with thé jump at centre 
—using his weight and his height. 
Ho waB a great asset to the team, 
scoring six of thé total points. Kemp 
and Lou Kern made good at the de- 
fence, and by their consistent hard 
work they kept the play well off the 
McOlll basket at th« decisive mo 
monts. Lou showed his mettle once 
tigain, and played tho kind of defence 
basketball that has been his speci- 
alty for a long while. Kemp worked 
hard, and served toi fill In the place 
that "Monty's" graduation from Mc- 
Glll had left open. None of the 
spares wore called on during the 
course of the evening 1 . 

Play started off with Hay getting 
tho Jump on Jones. He lobbed the 
ball over to Little, and "Bones" pass- 
ed it up tho floor- and over to Laish- 
ley.

A most successful meeting of the 
McGlll Canadian Club was held In the

with being "The" St Lawrence River 
Project." The club was very fortun- 
ate In having Mr. Fra%k Keefer. M.P. 
for Port Arthur, to speak on this im- 
portant question, which has such a 
direct bearing on the future growth 
and development of the Dominion. 

J. C. Farthing, '21, occupied the 
chair, and opened tho meeting by 
ouUinlng the alms of the McGlll 
Canadian Club. The su>bjecto pre- 
sented to the Club were those dealing 
with the economical, social and in- 
dustrial problems of Canada. The 
St. Lawrence River Project, though 
It naturally affecte the Industries of 
the country is essentially an economic 
question, T?ho chairman then intro- 
duced the speaker of the .evening, Mr.

To the Editor, '"McGill Dally." i 
Dear Sir,— 

At a recent special meeting of 
the Studenta* Society, a sum of money 
was voted from the funds of. the. 
Society for charitable purposes. 
Apart altogether from the desirability 
or'non-dealrablllty of establishing 
• uch l*'P rece dent, there arises a qua* 
tion Of fundamental Importance— was 
this action legal? In other wo.-rls, 
has tie Students' Society, undsr the 
present Constitution, the right tp v itc 
its funds for charitable purposes? 

Allow me to quote from the Con- 
stitution, relative ot this' matter: 

Art V. Sect. 5. "It (the Executi.-e 
Council) shall control all funds, con- 
tributed by the general body of stu- 
dents, to any Undergraduate enter- 
prise." 

Art. VIII. Funds. "Each member 
of the Studenta' Society shall be re- 
quired' to pay an 'annual fee of f 10. 
This sum shall be collected by the 
Bursar with. Uie regular tuition fees 
and divided as follows: — Students' 
Council, |6; McGill Union, $3; Un- 
dergraduate Societies, »1. The sum 
received by the Executive Council 
shall be used in the maintenance work 
of grounds, for athletics, in salary to 
a paid secretary, and in all othor 
student enterprises." 

A glance at these extracts, and it 
is clear that the whole question under 
discussion depends on the pbraaes 
"Undergraduate entcrprlss" and "stu- 
dent enterprises." Can the expendi- 
ture of a sum of money on, say, Polish 
relief, be legitimately considered as 
an Undergraduate or a student/ en- 
terprise? I think that, If , we con- 
sider the spirit of the Constitution, 
and the. obvious intention , of those 
who worded it, the answer to 'this! 
question le In the negative. What} 
is evidently meant by the phrase 
"student , enterprise," Is a definite, 
activity, carried on. by the undergrad. 
uates of McGill, for the undergradu- 
ates, of McGill. . If . the interpretation 
Is correct, .neither.. . the • Students'

most remarkable in the world. Its 
{natural reservoirs ranging from 602 
j feet above sea level at Lake Superior, 
' to 500 feet below sea level. Though 
ita tributaries, such as tbe Ottawa 
River, vary considerably In height, 
tbe annual variation of. tbe St. Law- 
rence is less tb/n two feet. It is a 
marvellous system of natural water- 
works, with nearly four million 
horse-power conservcfl in it, of which 
three-quarters belongs to Canada. 

There aïe two distinct phases in 
which t.li St. Lawrence River In- 
fluences the growth of tbe country. 
One is Transportation and the other 
Is Power. In discussing the first, Mr. 
Keefer showed how the output of 
Canadian manufacturers and agricul- 
tural interest* would be increased by 
the opening up of the St. Lawrence 
River. For Instance, wheat coming 
through from Western Canada baa to 
be transported by four separate ships 
before it reaches the Atlantic. If the 
St Lawrenç* River was open to navi- 
gation from Lake Ontario to the sea, 
this wheat would come all the way 
on one ship. .Transportation costs 
Would be greatly reduced, and this 
would have tbe effect of Increasing 
production. , At tbe present time, 
wheat costs eleven cents to be con- 
veyed from Lake Superior to the At- 
lantic. It would only cost five cents 
if the St. Lawrence was navigable. 

Mr. Julian Barnes, who Is in 
charge of 'transportation In tbe 
United States, once stated that It 
would pay Canada and the states Jo 
build and rebuild' tbe St. Lawrence 
each year, on account of the large re- 
duction which' "would be made in 
freight charges. 

The waterway from Lake Superior 
to the sea is 'cut up at three points— 
at Sau it Ste.' Marie, at Niagara, and 
in the St. Liwrence. There is a 
canal at Sau it, tbe Welland Canal is 
now in tbe process of construction at 
Niagara, and the St. Lawrence pro- 
ject Is put forward for the purpose 
of continuing this great water high 
way right through to the Atlantic 
Ocean.

Mr. Reefer gave some figures 
which were really surprising to most 
of those present, and showed what an 
enormous effect the development of 
the Great Lakes canal system would 
have on transportation from inside 
the country. Between three and four 
millipn dollars' worth of dairy pro- 
ducts from the Northwest are annu- 
ally shipped to the coast. One min- 
ing company in Montana, U.S., send 
their metal prod'/ks over the moun- 
tains to Seattle, and down through 
the Panamà Çana.1 to New York. This 
route costs the company $6 a ton less 
than if they shipped them by rail di- 
rect. It would save them $3 a ton 
more if they sent them to Duluth, 
and so through the Great Lakes to 
New York. This would be made pos- 
sible by the construction of canals 
on the St. Lawrence, . and the com- 
pany would thus save about half a 
million dollars a year. 

Mr. ' Keefer then dealt with the 
question of -Power. He stated that 
one-third of tbe total freight coming 
into Canada consisted of soft coal, 
while an undlminiahable amount of 
'white" coal was flowing away, to 
waste down the St. Lawrence to the 
The large coal and Iron imports 
from the States bad a marked effect 
on tbe exchange between the two 
countries, and these imports would 
be greatly reduced if our natural re- 
sources were, developed. 

One of the 'important uses to which 
this water power could be put would 
be for the manufacture of nitrogen 
fixation. "We mine our lands" said 
MrJ :Keefer,- "we don't cultivate 
them." Though the cost of the pro- 
ject would natural i# be high, prob- 
ably about' two or three hundred 
million dollars, Canada should not 
feel that she is too bard up to afford 
the" construction of these canals, as 
they would have such a remarkable 
effect on the development of the 
r^untry. 

^A number Of states in America 
have formed an association known as 
the St. Lawrence and Great Lakes 
Tide Waters Association, which lé for 
the forwarding of the St. Lawreneô 
project. The International JoHIt 
Commisston have also taken the mat- 
ter tip, and it Is hoped that one day 
the scheme will become a reality. 
Mr. Keefer closed his remarks by sug- 
gesting that this feat of modern en 
gineering skill would be a fitting 
and everlasting memorial to those 
sons of Canada add the United States 
who fought and died for the same 
cause, though under different flag! 
It would bring tbe two great English 
speaking nations closer together, as 
trtni^Wtation is the tie'- of national- 
ttjrfv'. " •' 1

The All-University Handicap meet* 
were instituted in the University of 
Pennsylvania on January 21st. The 
meets are open to every student in 
the University, both undergraduate 
and, graduate. Except for a few 
novice events, every event will be a 
handicap. If the first time an en- 
trant appears he shows that his 
handicap is insufficient it will be in- 
creased until be is in his proper class. 
Therefore, It Is possible for one to 
lose an event In one meet, yet with 
an increased handicap, to win the 
same event in another meet. Two 
medals, one silver and one bronze, 
will be given to the winners of the 
first and second place in every event. 

The meets will take place at four 
o'clock every Friday, on Franklin 
Field, beginning January 21, and 
ending February 25. The events will 
be divided and a complete list of 
events will not be run off . at every 
meet. During the course of the, six 
contests there will be run off tho fol- 
lowing handicap events: The 60, 800, 
440, 600, 880-yard, =4 -mile and mile 
runs, the 80-yard high and low 
hurdle races, the pole vault,, high 
Jump, running/ oroad Jump, hammer 
throw and shot put. The 60, 300 and 
880-yard runs will also be held for 
novices.

Elinor Glyn, who Is paying her 
fourth Visit to America, is still an 
attractive woman but her attractive- 
ness Is rather of ipersonallty and men- 
tality than physical puchritud-e. Sbe 
talks In epigrams. Her powers of ob- 
servation seem to be exceptionally 
keen and she has no hesitancy In voic- 
ing her opinions. Perhaips that is why 
she Is so popular as a speaker at club 
luncheons. Our Boclety women like 
to toe told the truth about themselves 
provided, of course, that the teller has" 
the required social qualifications. Tho 
fact that Madame Glyn has been pre-' 
sented at nearly every court in Europe 
loaves no dotfbt as to her eligibility. 

She was a devoted wife for many 
years, hor husband dying five years 
ago and sho is the mother of . two 
grown daughters. Her ramping- has 
all been done In hor mind sivd project- 
ed via her pen Into her novels. 
Her Gift of Writing. 
To tho discovery that She had the 
gift of writing Madame GTyn ascribes 
the fact that sho is alive to-day. Born 
on a country estate In England she 
wos married to a neighboring- country 
gentleman, known In England as a 
squire, while In her early twenties. 
At twenty-live she was in 111 health 
and life hold out little promise to her. 
Sho was an Intimate friend of her 
nearest neighbor, the' Countess of 
Warwick, of Essex. 

One dey In rummaging through somo 
old trunks she came across an old 
diary which she had written when a 
schoolgirl. Through hor family con- 
nections sho had been a constant visi- 
tor at tho houses of the great and near 
great Many of hor impressions sho 
had recorded In this diary. "While 
glancing through It she suddenly con- 
ceived the idea of .writing a story giv- 
ing these Impressions through the ln- 
gi-ntttrus eyes of an' Innocent schoolgirl.

The result was "The Visits of Ellsa- 
liefh." Sho read the story to. her hus- 
Irand and ho thought It very amus- 
ing. He wns a friend of the publisher 
of the London World, a weekly maga- 
zine, and one day he happened to 
mention that his wife, .had written a 
rather clover little story. The pub- 
llshrtr expressed a desire to see It. 

I'll never forget the day I received 
a telegram from that man saying 
Elizabeth will do,"' Madame Gtyn 
said. "I was lying In a hammock on 
tho lawn reflecting on how ' long I 
would have to live. That message 
seemed to revive me and from -that 
day I began to recover my health" > 
The story was pjibllshed In the 
World as a serial but. Its Immediate 
popularity caused It to be withdrawn 
before its completion and published In 
book form. It hod been published 
norty mou.nl y and Madame Glyn had 
great deal of amusement listening 
to the comments of her friends. They 
wondered who on earth could have 
written It, as many of. the anocdotes 
and experiences told in the story could 
have been known only to. one who 
moved In the Inner circle of society. 
Her Greatest 8ueeesa. 
"Throe Weeks," . her greatest suc- 
cess, was her flifth book. She had al- 
ways heen Interested In the character, 
of the Slav, especially the Russian 
women. While on a visit to a friond's 
country house In Scotland she became 
attracted by the clean -cut, Innocent 
minded appearance of a young man 
who was also a guest there. She pic- 
tured him under the spell' of a Russian 
siren. The result was "Three Weeks" 
whloh took her. six weeks to write and 
has brought her a fortune in royalties. 
"Three Weeks" has , been translated 
Into every known language except 
Spanish and still sells In the United 
States at the rato «f more than 25,000 
copies a year. Three Weeks" also 
brought an Invitation: to the Russian 
court where she remain ed frix months 
as a guest of the royal f amity, who 
were later, murdered by, the Bol- 
sheviks. It was her symj>athetlo In- 
terpretation of the Slaw woman that 
won her this honor. While at the 
Russian court she wrote "His Hour." 

Although she has written a score of 
novels Madame Glyn seldom reads 
Action. Her Idea of light reading la 
a copy of Gibbon or Stern with an 
occasional dip into the classics of 
which tho "Kettws'cif i 'Lucian" is her 
favorite. 

Madame Oîyn come to America, this 
time, under contract fi : a big motion 
plcturo concern for which she Is to 
write scenarios. She Is enthusiastic 
over the, posolbllltles of the new me- 
dium Of expression, -
